: ONDON, Nov. 18.—The violent

For the first time in several days 
Falkenhayn's troops failed to make 
Sweeping advances, the Rumanian 
resistance stiffening in nearly every 
sector of the front. 


In the region of Dragoslavelo, on 
the southeastern frontier of Tran- 
syivania, Ferdinands troops de- 
livered a mighty counter blow that 
succeeded in bending back the cen- 
ter and right wing of the invaders 
and sweeping 500 prisoners behind 
the Rumanian lines. 

The Rumanians made vain at- 
tempts to check completely the 
enemy's thrust down the Jiul and 
Alt valleys, though they did slow it 
up to a considerable extent. Here 
the most desperate engagements 
are taking place along the wooded 
hills that flank the two streams. In 
the Jiul valley the Germanic forces 
have reached a point some twenty- 
five miles within the R 
border, south of Tergujiul. The 
crushing of the offensive at this 
point would prevent a junction of 
these forces with the Teutons who 
are seeking to wedge into Rumania 
from the Sere district, and would

few days. Substantial successes in 
this region would relieve the over- 
whelming pressure on Northern 
Wallachia and might possibly end in 
the outflanking of those forces of 
Falkenhayn at present engaged in- 
side the Rumanian border. 

Minor engagements continue to 
take place on the Dobrudja front, 
with the advanced detachments of 
the Russo-Rumanian army steadily 
pushing southward. In the last few 
days there has been a great deal of 
speculation here as to the possibility 
of an allied flank movement against 
Mackensen, with the forces on the 
West bank of the Danube and those 
north of the Constanza-Cernavoda 
line co-operating in a wide offensive. 
At present there is no sign that 
the Russo-Rumanian command con- 
templates such a move. It is be- 
lieved. by military men that Mack- 
ensen has received reinforcements 
and has effectively protected his 
flanks against any such aperation. 
That “something big will break” in 
this sector in a few days is the 
prediction of many competent au- 
thorities. 

The Serbs have made marked 
progress in their flanking movement 
against Monastir. In spectacular 
fighting they extended their grip on 
the dominating ridges east of the 
city and at the same time scored im- 
portant advances on the heights 
fringing the plain directly south of 
their objective. 

The former success was obtained 
westerday afternoon smashing 
northeastward from lven, King 
Peter’s troops in a brilliant assault 
carried Hill 1212, a commanding 
summit a little to the north of the 
Monastir line. There was a brief, 
violent struggle on the height which 
ended in the complete disorganiza- 
tion of the Bulgarians. They fied 
hastily to the north, leaving behind 
virtually all of their equipment. 
Quantities of machine guns and 
rifles, ammunition and other war 
material fell into the hands of the 
conquerors. The losses of the Bul- 
garians were staggering, according 
to reports from the front. 
Further to the south, in the region 
of Necotani, the Serbs also swept 
forward, overrunning the enemy’s 
trenches to a depth of half a mile 
along a narrow front. , 

Im, lately south of Monastir the 
French troops, overcoming severe 
handicaps, pushed . northward 
through the hilly country as far as 
the outskirts of Kanina, five and a 
half miles from their goal. Here 
thev will probabliv await the devel- 
opment of the Serbian campaign east 
of Monastir before attempting fur- 
ther advance. Troop movements at 
present are hampered by the flooded 
condition of the entire lower district 
of the Monastir plain. 

With the flanking of the Bulgarian 
positions east of Monastir operations 
on the south will give way to a 
direct attack on the city from the 
east, it is believed.

They confirmed the report that Villa ordered all foreigners killed and they brought in- | 
formation to the border that this order was carried out. Consul Weber added. I have received 
the report of the killing of Edgar Koch and Theodore Hoemuller from these refugees, but I am in- 
clined to doubt the report of Koch's death, as I think he is in hiding near Santa Rosalia. I have 
grave fears for the safety of the foreigners in the P .

Whiilg waiting I was introduced 
to one of Cantu's civil secretaries, 
who told me that he was the Consu! 
at Antwerp during the Diaz regime. 
As we talked, a tall young Mexican 
came shouldering up the stairs. 
This was Ingeniero Garita, one of 
the most famous architects in the 
world. During the days of Diaz he 
designed the National Operahouse 
and the Mexican houses of Congress 
in the City of Mexico. He is now 
the town architect for Mexicall. 
Another officer came up, and they 
told me he was the town engineer. 
At one time he was an instructor 
of military engineering at the Na- 
tional Military Academy of Chapul- 
tepec. Although, standing aloof from 
the old Cientifico party, Cantu has 
gathered a lot of former Federal 
officials. 

Cantu was sitting at a small fiat- 
top desk in the middle of what will 
be a high school classroom when 
there are school children enough. 
He wore citizen’s clothes, but looked 
army officer all over. He looks very 
much more like a French Basque 
than like a Mexican. He is very 
little, light of complexion, with in- 
scrutable, pale blue eyes and a pom- 
padour and a small mustache. His 
face was rather melancholy, with 
the solemn dignity of the Spaniard. 

I asked him about the tangled 
Mexican affairs of which I have just 
written. 

He made a reply that revealed 
much more of his own character 
than of the conditions. 

TRANSLATION. 

“On my desk here,” he said in 
Spanish, “I have a pile of papers 
that await my attention. On the 
other side of the desk is another 
pile. I shall first go through the 
pile on this side; then I shall go 
through the pile on that side. I 
will let the affairs of Mexico adjust 
themselves as they will. They are 
beyond my control. My duties are 
here in this district and with these 
matters of administration. It is 
folly to think of what will happen 
tomorrow. Here is today — these 
papers. I occupy my mind with 
them. ,I don’t pay any attention to 
what is going on elsewhere.“ 

I hinted at the Carranza expedi- 
tion planning to attack him. He re- 
plied by the same circumlocution by 
which I had approached the topic. 

“Discipline,” he said, “is the same 
in all armies. I have tried hard to 
drill and perfect my men as soldiers. 
I think they are well trained and 
disciplined and loyal. They can be 
relied upon. Their first duty is to 
preserve order in the district; they 
will then do such other things as I 
order them to.” 

“Such other things” would appear 
to apply to the case of Senor Car- 
ranza and his projected military ex- 
pedition. 

Gov. Cantu said that he is press- 
ing forward on two great ambitions. 
He wants to open up Lower Cali- 
fornia to settlement by means of 
railroads. 

“There will soon be a railroad 
from Tia Juana to El Campo, and 
this will be extended to Mexicali,” 
he said. “I would like to continue 
this road thence on southward to 
Ensenada on the coast with branches 
into the agricultural and mining dis- 
tricts of the country. That weuld 

the Amt of a new day for 
Lower California. But it is not yet 
to be done. It is too expensive and 
I haven't the money.” 
LACK OF CASH. 

He said that the lack of money 
was all that interfered with another 
project. “Some day,” he said, 
“there will be a great city, a great 
shipping port, at the head of the 
Gulf of Califernia. But this cannot 
even be started as yet for a simple 
reason — the ebb and flow of the 
tides is too great. A port could be 
established there only by the con- 
struction of very expensive water- 
ways.

ARREST REVEALS

Absconding Bank Messenger 
Wed in Los Angeles. 
Thousands in Securities in 


Chase -Through Many Cities

BOSTON (Mass.) Nov. 18.—Ar- 
rest-in Miami, Fla, of Edward 
Therek, alias Thatcher, the Na- 
tional Shawmut Bank messenger 
who absconded a’ month ego with 
$45,000 in cash and securities aft- 


er the consummation of well-laid 
plans, résulted today in the revela- 
tion of a romantic story. With him 
when he was arrested was a young 
woman who said she was his wife. 

She told the police that she had 
married him two years ago in Los 
Angeles, and she gave the name of 
Charlotte Therek, and her age as 
20 years. While the police are in- 
clined to believe she is innocent 
of complicity in Therek’s crime, 
they swore out a warrant for her 
arrest, so that she and Therek will 
be brought back to Boston together. 
The two came through New York 
today. The police learned that in 
Baltimore the woman sold $5000 of 
the securities before she knew that 
he had stolen them. Some $15,000 
of the securities were found in his 
possession, while he is said to have 
destroyed such of his loot as could 
not be sold. With the $5000 his 
wife came to Boston and redeemed 
some valuable jewelry that Therek 
had pawned. 

It was his taste for fine jewelry 
that led to Therek's being traced. 
The chase led through New York, 
Baltimore, Washington, to Miami. 
with detectives but a few hours be- 
hind the pair in each city, start- 
ing with the discove in Therek’s 
apartment of an empty jewel box. 
Through this was obtained from the 
same firm descriptions of over $1000 
other jewelry bought by Therek last 
year in New York and pawned by 
him in Boston. The police say that 
Therek’s wife comes of a respect- 
able family in Los Angeles, where 
he won her affections by posing as 
the son of a millionaire and free 
spender. 

Therek, although he is not con- 
sidered by the police to be a pro- 
fessional .crook, is said by the de- 
tectives to have “pulled off” two 
good-sized thefts on the Pacific 
Coast before the Shawmut Bank 
rebbery. Also just before this in 
Poston he came within an ace of 
landing an enormous sum in cash 
from another bank where he was 
working as messenger. Only 4 
change in the routine prevented the 
consummation of one of the b&- 
gest bank robberies in the history 
of Boston.

“Nothing alarms America so much

a pulse in it, justice with sympathy 
in it. Justice can be cold and for- 
bidding, or it can be warm and wel- 
come, and the latter is the only kind 
of justice that Americans ought to 
desire. I do not believe I am de- 
celving myself when I say that I 
think this spirit is growing in 
America. I pray God, it may con- 
tinue to grow and all I have to say 
is to exhort every one whom my 
voice reaches, here or elsewhere, to 
come into this common movement of 
humanity.”

MISERY PRICE 
OF FAIR SKIN. 


Negro Woman so White Life's 
Cycle of Blackness. 


‘African, She Says. 


Wed to Man of Own Race; 
Arrested; Pauperized. 


All the misery that she has been 
made to suffer throughout her life 
because her skin is fair, although 
she is a negro, reached a climax 
when Mrs. Emma Smith was arrest- 
ed in her Central-avenue home a 
few days ago. 

The real reason for her arrest, 
she ys, is because she is so fair 
that police officers believe she is a 
white woman. Her husband, whom, 
she says she married in Mexico four 
years ago, is black as a negro should 
be. He was arrested at the same 
time, but on a charge of vagrancy, 
the officers believing him to be con- 
sorting with a white woman. 

“My husband was sick in bed at 
the time,” she said, “but when we 
were arrested they told me they 
had been looking for me a long 
time. I told them that I was a creole 
with negro blood, but they merely 
laughed.“ 

Ben Smith, the husband, is at the 
County Hospital, still under arrest, 
his bail fixed at $500. 

Through the efforts of her attor- 
ney, William Durham, the woman 
is now out on $250 pail, but she is 
penniless, With the arrest of the 
odd-looking couple their landlord 
was threatened th the redlight 
abatement act, and made his ten- 
ants move. 

LOSE FURNITURE. 

The arrest also caused them to 
lose all their furniture, Mrs. Smith 
says. She declares that when the 
furniture men heard of her trouble 
they were afraid she could not fin- 
ish paying and took the goods away. 

“We had paid about $450 on it 
and only had about $100 more to 


even street car fare,” she said. 

“If it hadn’t been for two colored 
girls, who also have light skins and 
know what it is to suffer because 
they have, I wouldn't have a place 
to lay my head. I have lost every- 
thing because of this arrest, and 
I’m so unhappy I'd like to die. 

“They say so many colored folks 
spend nearly all they make buying 
stuff to make their hair straight and 
to take off the dark top «skin, so 
that they can look Uke white folks. 

“But they don’t know how much 
they have to be thankful for. I'd 
give half my life to be black or at 
least as dark as a mulatto. I might 
have been happy had I only not 
looked like a white woman. 

SCORNED BY ALL. 

“T have always been scorned by 
white people/and colored also, The 
| former thought I was white and 
purposely chose colored people as 
my associates, The colored folke 
turn a cold shoulder on me, and 
try as hard as I may I can never 
get close to them. White folks shun 
me more than they would if I were 
black. 

“Every time I walk along the 
street with my husband and little 
girl people stare at me and turn 
around tu watch me. They think 1 
am a cheap white woman walking 
with a negro man.” 

Mrs. Smith says her mother was 
an octoroon and her father a 
Frenchman. She was the fairest of 
twelve children and the most un- 
happy.

INE PROGRESS OF 
INDIANS IS SHOWN. 


GIVEN MUCH PRAISE. 


— — 


Farm Produce Now Comes from 
Lands that Were Recently 
Desert——Many of the Displays 
to Go to State Capital—What 
Uncle Sam Does for Aborigines. 


The annual Indian fair of the 
Colorad6 River Agency, recently 
voneluded at Parker, Ariz., received 
considerable praise. Therejwere fine 
jisplays of alfalfa, corn, wheat, 
vegetables, fruit and other farm 
produce now raised on land that a 
few years ago was desert, inhabited 
only by the aborigine in his semi- 
civilized state. Many of the dis- 
plays made at Parker are so fine 
ey will be shown at the State Fair 
at Phoenix. 

Notable among the exhibits thar 
will go to the State Fair are exam- 
ples of the handicraft of Indian 
women. Their needlework and 
vaking are considered remarkable. 

Then there was the baby show, 
with prizes given for the healthiest 
papoose, the prettiest and the best 
Iressed. The rivalry was keen and 
che showing more than creditable to 
the dusky mothers. 

Direction of the Indian fair was 
largely in the hands of August F. 
Duclos, superintendent of the Colo- 
rado River Indian schools, of the 
Fort Mojave School and of the res- 
ervation at Fort Mojave. 

The showing made at Parker was 
indicative of what Poor Lo is doing 
f himself, with the assistance of 
ne Uncle Sam. Each Indian in the 

lorado River Agency is allotted 
cen acres, irrigated by a government 
water plant that is one of the best 
n Arizona. The natives have some- 
ching over 500 claims to water and 
bout thirty-seven miles of ditch 
now built. Properly watered and 
cultivated, their lands will grow any 
crop that can be raised in Arizona. 

The government is leveling land, 
building houses, buying farm ma- 
chinery, horses and stock and seed 
for the aborigine and giving him a 
iong time to pay for them. On the 
tdvice of Superintendent Duclos the 
indians have gone in extensively for 
stock raising and growing feed for 
their cattle. 

The Colorado River Indian Reser- 
vation begins a little above the 
bridge over the Colorado at Parker 
and runs south about forty-one 
miles, its greatest width being about 
ten miles. Most of the land along 
the river is very fertile. Numerous 
applications from white men who 
seek leases on the Indian lands are 
reported. 

At Parker is a school maintained 


a number for the benefit of the 
voungsters among Arizéna’s 42,000 
indians. Uncle Sam pays $167 a 
year for each pupil at the Parker 
achool, where there is a fixed and 
standardized course of study looking 
particularly to the economic needs 
of the tribes people. Students are 
required to assist in the care of the 
school grounds, to aid in the house- 
work and care of the farm, stock 
and garden, and to help with the 
irrigation. This plan requires that 
the student work half a day and at- 


tend classroom exercises the other 
half. The course of study em- 
braced in California elementary 


schools up to the sixth grade is now 
offered and the work of higher 
grades will be added later on. The 
boys are taught agriculture and the 
girls housekeeping and sewing. 
There is also a very good band. 
Every effort is bent to give an ideal 
environment from a moral and 
economic standpoint.

STAMP OUT TYPHOID FEVER 
AND TETANUS. 

Combat New Diseases Known as 
„Soldiers Heart” and “Trench 
Foot” so Successfully that Men 
are in Most Cases Able to Rejoin 
Army at the Front, 


Telling about remarkable re- 
sults obtained by the Medical Corps 
with the allies in caring for the 
wounded, Dr. Byron Stookey de- 
liveread an illustrated lecture at the 
City Club luncheon held in the 
Broadway Department Store cafe 
yesterday. Dr. Stookey served for 
a year in English base hospitals in 
both France and England. He was 
adjutant to Col. C. II. Nichols of the 
First Harvard Surgical Unit, captain 
in the Royal Army Medica] Corps 
and assistan+ to Lieut.-Col. Robert 
Jones, inspector of British military 
surgery. 

He reported that the army sur- 
geons practically have stamped out 
typhoid fever In the army and that 
tetanus is a rarity. ‘Elimination of 
other diseases which usually accom- 
pany an army also has been ob- 
tained. 

One disease which has become 
prominent owtng to the terrifying 
nature of the warfare is. “soldier's 


heart,” where the heart beats four 
times as fast as normally. By han- 
dling these cases in special hospitals 


the men are so successfully treated | 
that 93 per cent. of those attacked 
have been cured and made able to 
return to the army. 

“Trench foot“ is another ailment 


which causes great w It is 
caused by cold and wet combined. 
By using socks without seams the 
number of victims has been reduced. 
So marvelous is the work of the sur- 
geons that 85 pe: cent. of the 
wounded are able to return to the 
army. Dr. Stookey said a great 
constructive work is being carried 
on by the Medical Corps and that 
wonderful operations are success- 


fully performed.

mental to the best interests of the 
community, 

Fifteen applicants expressed 
themselves as willing to assume the 
responsibilities of the office, but 
after hearing the merits of the va- 
rious candidates stated, Congress- 
man Randall announced that no ac- 
tion would be taken until time had 
elapsed for further consideration. 

The originators of the petition 
for the contiunance of the branch 
office were toid by Mr. Randall that 
whatever seemed to be the wish of 
the majority of the residents of 
Glendale would influence him in 
his action. 

In answer to the questions asked 
by the petitioners, Congressman 
Randall said 

“It seems to me that Glendale 
may be benefited by the change. 

“I am told that there is now no 
delivery after two o'clock in the 
afternoon. There should be a de- 
livery later than that, and if the 
independent office is established, 
there may be. 

The change will lower the salaries 
of carriers, but would not make 
any difference in the number em- 
ployed. In Los Angeles the maxi- 
mum salary is $1200 per year: as 
Glendale would be a second-class 
station, the maximum salary would 
be $1100 per year, but if the posta) 
carriers felt unable to stand the re- 
duction, there would be plenty of 
room for them in the Los Angeles 
office, and plenty of men -to take 
their places in Glendale.

and sweet life may be, but how sinful and debauched it is, is the theme 
of our modern sermons. And the tired sou] wonders wretchedly if there 
is a place in all the world where sympathy and rest await. 

Is there no one left to assure us that we are inherently good if we 
will only give our souls a chance? Is there no pastor who holds that 
supreme faith in humanity? None who stand ready to cheer and en- 
courage us for the best that is in us? Must we always and forever make 
the big fight alone? 

The vast majority of us are resisting the so-called temptations every 
hour of our lives. Indeed, proud in our faith in inherent goodness, most 
of us refuse to regard them as “temptations.” It is the church, evef the 
church, that insists upon regarding evil as enchanting and temptatious. 
The weary soul that has gone to church for renewed spiritual strength 
is apt to leave with a firm conviction that it is a sinful, trumpery thing 
to whom goodness is well-nigh impossible unless hemmed in with petty 
laws. So why struggle more? Maybe sin is, after all, the satisfying 
thing the church seems to believe. Wicked, yes, but evidently more fas- 
cinating than we surmised. We gradually become convinced that if the 
law does not forbid it, it is all right. Law, not conscience, is to be the 
basis of our conduct. That, when the church concentrates on politics, 
is the logical conclusion. And yet we had thought, modestly, virtuously, 
that with just a little encouragement on the spiritual side, just a little 


| genuine religious reinforcement from our pastors and 2 these 


sumptuary laws for our conduct could not be necessary. 


When the sermons of this nature are not hurled personally at the 
congregation they are designed to impugn everyone outside that church. 
The world would seem to be divided into ribald sinners or self-righteous 
prigs. Not for the sake of your own soul, of course, but for the sake of 
the rest of the less virtuous world, you must positively vote against such 
and such an amendment. You personally, of course, are safe in the face 
of temptation, but the rest of the world are potential criminals, unde- 
sirable citizens. So use your vote to legislate them into goodness, brother 
and sister—and thank God you are not as those others! 

The frightful amount of corrective legislation that is running loose 
over the country is a fearful indictment of the church. If, indeed. after 
nigh 2000 years of Christian teaching, we still need these sweeping laws 
to keep us decent, what - has been the matter with the teaching? What 
do we think of the school teacher whose pupils show such an amazing 
backwardness that they cannot make the next grade at the end of the 
term? The average pupil! is regarded as of average intelligence, and if 
he does not make proper progress the teacher promptly finds herself 
under embarrassing investigation. 

But the church advertises its own incompetency from the pulpits— 
and abuses the backward pupil as an inherent criminal whom it was 
not possible te teach. The secular school teacher who dared take that 
attitude would soon find it necessary look for other work. The aver- 
age soul is as inherently good as the average mind is inherently intelli- 
gent. But the mind that ts always being abused for stupidity becomes 
dull, and the sou! that is forever accused of vice becomes at least indif- 
ferent, if not actually vicious. 

Dear God, le there no sanctuary where a hopeful soul can reap that 
atvine guidance and communion with Thy holy spirit which Thou didst 
bequeath for the hope and encouragement of the world? Must our souls 
be forever thrown back upon themeetves We are weary, we are sore 
distrest: where can we find Thy divine rest?

Irrigation District and a counter-ac- 
tion by the defendant in the first suit 
Was ended yesterday, when the Su- 
preme Court rendered its opinion af- 
firming the judgment of the lower 
court which had previously decided 
against the land company in two 
cases and dismissing the appeal of 
the irrigatiou. district for an order 
granting them an injunction against 
the land company. As the irrigation 
district secured every substantial 
benefit entitled to, the injunction 
sought was unnecessary and officials 
of the Imperial Irrigation District 
were successful in each phase of the 
cases at law. 

In the first suit the land company 
sued the officers of the irrigation dis- 
trict and sought an injunction re- 
straining the sale of property of the 
plaintiffs for nonpayment of assess- 
ment which had been levied in 1912 
and a decree was sought to annul 
the order for the money claimed. 

The irrigation district was organ- 
ized in December, 1911. The assess- 
ment of 7 mills upon each dollar's 
valuation was levied August 2, 1912. 

Defects in the proceedings, 
were alleged, according to the 
complainants, who claimed the 
assessment was levied at a specia! 
meeting, notice of which was nut 
entered in the notice of a call for 
the directors’ board meeting. The 
court held this defect was cured by 
the failure of an assessment payer 
to bring an action within thirty days. 
The Supreme Court rejected the 
plaintiffs’ allegation that the board 
had no authority to levy except by 
a resolution specifying the amount 
to be raised »y such an assessment. 
and the purpose for which it its in- 
tended to be used. 

The second case, where the jude- 
ment against the plaintiffs was also 
affirmed, had to do with an asses 
ment levied September 24, 1913, and 
action to dete:mine tts validitv was 
begun October 22.

HE VERY HIGH COST OF LIVING. 

WHAT NEXT? 

An investigation of the cost of living re- 
veals the startling fact that prices of all 
Staples have advanced from 20 to 50 per 
cent. in the past twenty-five years. The 
most noticeable rise has been within the 
last few months, and this bulge has been 
such a to reduce the purchasing power of 
the consumer's dollar about 40 per cent. 

It is a fact that the present high prices 
seem to be benefiting only a very small pro- 
portion of the population. In the case of the 
high prices of food products, the wholesale 
grocer’ declares that he is not making any 
larger margin of profit than when prices_ 
were low; the retail grocer groans over the 
higher prices extorted from him by the 
wholesaler; he is obliged to raise his prices 
to the consumer, thereby seriously im- 
pairing the pleasant relations formerly ex- 
isting between him and his customers, and 
curtailing his trade—for people are not 
buying as freely as in normal times; the 
average housewife is obliged to practice 
the strictest economy and to buy only 
those things that are absolutely necessary. 
Some people have to scrimp distressingly. 

The employee of the wholesale or retail 
grocer finds no more money in his envelope 
at the end of the week, though he finds, to 
his sorrow, that he is called upon to pay 
higher prices for neurly everything he 
buys. 

The man with a fixed income derived 
from real estate or other investments is 
similarly placed to the man working for 
wages or a salary. His income is defin'te- 
ly limited, but it will no longer suffice. His 
scale of living has to be cut down as prices 
increase; the diminishing purchasing price 
of g dollar is just as vital a consideration 
in the home of the fairly well-to-do as in 
the poor man’s home. 

The man who does not own his home is 
rejoiced that rents have not increased, but 
that part of the community that derives 
its income from this source sees no cause 
for rejoicing. They are receiving no more 
for the use of their property, and yet are 
obliged to pay higher prices for things they 
buy. Like the wage-earner, they feel that 
they have good cause for dissatisfaction 
and unrest. 

There is no doubt that one of the con- 
tributing causes of the present upward trend 
in prices is found in the great quantities of 
gold that are being sent into this coun- 
try in exchange for our excess of exports 
over imports, due to the war. That this is 
a favorable condition for this nation seems 
to be self-evident, though its immediate ef- 
fect in diminishing the purchasing price of 
a doar is disconcerting. In the long run 
it Cannot fail to be beneficial, for it is pro- 
viding more money for investment and is 
making the United States a creditor instead 
of a debtor nation. 

Several of the big retail organizations are 
demanding an embargo on foodstuffs, the 
idea being to limit the exportation of this 
class of goods and thus force the lowering 


‘demand will operate to fix the prices. 
Whether this move would be wise, it is 
hard to say. It is against all the basic 
tenets of political economy, and has never 
been employed except in extreme cases 
‘where starvation has faced a nation. A 
study of world food supply statistics reveals 
the fact that there is not a general shortage 
of foodstuffs. The only conspicuous short- 
age known of at present is that of the 
American wheat crop, which is about 25 
per cent. off. Canada is reported to be short 
from some sources, but this is denied from 
other sources and may be looked upon with 
reasonable suspicion as a wheat pit rumor. 


The whole question is of such magnitude 
as to challenge the best thought of the na- 
tion. The President has gone on record as 
opposed to an embargo, stating that “We 
should not be niggardly with our products 
to those who need them,” and pointing out 
that “the farmer would be the chief loser 
by such a course.” If this is the case, then 
the present high cost of living is a blessing 
in disguise, and while it may work tem- 
porary hardship on the average man, it will 
repay him in big returns in a short time. 
For prevailing high prices will bring in 
their train increased production, both agri- 
cultural and industrial. This will call for 
the employment of more men on the farms, 
in the milis, mines and factories and when 
such a condition prevails, wages will natur- 
ally take an upward trend. Wages must go 
up. 

The prevailing high prices of foodstuffs 
will lead the farmer to plant greater acre- 
age. The high prices for cannei goods 
and other food products will encourage the 
canners and other manufacturers in food 


creased work for the employees, more 
wages and steady employment at higher 
wages, for here also the law of supply and 
demand governs. 

The fact that California citrus men re 
ceived approximately $42,000,000 for the 
last citrus crop will shortly be reflected 
in California, for this money must soon seek 
avenues of investment, and the splendid 
showing, which represents $368 per acre 
for every acre of bearing oranges in the 
State, cannot but attract eastern capital 
to this section for investment, for this ifs 
better than 18 per cent. on an average in- 
vestment of $2000 per acre. 

Prices are high. For argument's sake 
let us admit that wages are at present low- 
er than they should be. High prices are 
never confined to one commodity. Labor 
will soon feel the impetus. Real estate 
will also be affected. The farmer is. or 
should be, prosperous. The whole sivation 
is one that should inspire optimism. In a 
republic like ours it is impossible that a 
few be prosperous without the many soon 
feeling the thrill. Let us all face the pres 
ent with a smile and go forward. with a 
confident assurance that the sunshine of 
properity will be ours. For high prices 
mean good times, fust as low prices mean 
panic and bad times. 


HE ONE BEST THING. 

The one best thing the people of Call- 
fornia could do for themselves would be to 
get rid of the initiative and referendum. 
Until we do that, eastern capital will fight— 
shy of California. The presence of those 
follies in our constitution is a perpetual invi- 
tation to agitators, wreckers, confiscators

TIMELY PROJECT 

Serious consideration is given at this 
time to the proposal to establish a perma- 
nent national live stock show in Los An- 
Beles, the first exhibition to occur in No- 
vember of 1917, and with annual exhibits 
thereafter. Men who have been in close 
touch with large stock shows in other parte 
‘of the United States declare that such an 
enterprise here would effectively promote 
the stock-raising industry of the Southwest, 
would tend to at once bring into Southern 
California experienced, practical farmers 
and stock raisers of the best class from the 
Middle West, and would prove highly prof- 
itable to the city itself in its influence upon 
the wholesale and retail business. 

It is unquestionably a fact that Southern 
California and the entire great Southwest 
need more practical farmers and stock 
raisers. Our cities are growing far more 
rapidly in proportion than are the rural 
communities. We have vast areas of rich 
lands that are not put to the highest uses. 
Southern California can raise stock feed in 
such abundance that it is a marvel to the 
farmer of the Middle West—yet yearly we 
expend thousands upon thousands of dollars 
in payment for stock shipped into the State. 

The experience of other large centers in 
the United States. where live stock shows 
on a big scale have been maintained for a 
series of years, is thet these shows are di- 
rectly responsible for a gratifying increase 
in the farming and stock-raising population. 


| That such a result would follow the estab 


lishment of a national live stock show in 
Los Angeles is a logical conclusion, in face 
of the testimony from other localities. That 
the show would be a direct benefit to the 
business interests of this city is also a con- 
clusion that may be safely drawn from the 
experience of other cities where such ex- 
hibitions are maintained. Kansas City mer- 
chants declare that the trade of their stock- 
show week is not excelled even by the 
week preceding the holidays. 

It has been estimated that a fund of $20, 
000 would be sufficient to pay the expenses 
of the first national show here and provide 
cash prizes that would prove so attractive 
they would draw the exhibits of the best 
stockmen of the great Southwest, as wel! 
as the Middle West exhibitors who have be- 
come accustomed to presenting their fine 
stock at the various shows already estab- 
lished. 

The Agriculture and Horticulture Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce has 
given the proposed stock show project con- 
siderable study and it recommends that 
such an affair, large enough to be properly 
termed a national exhibit, be established 
hete. The subject undoubtedly will receive 
the serious consideration of the Swine 
Breeders’ Association of California at its 
meeting in this city in January. With such 
obvious advantages in favor of the estab 
lishment of a national live stock show in 
Los Angeles, it is probable that within the 
next sixty days the project will become an 
organized movement.

NEED HOME FOR 
FEEBLE-MINDED 


Will Ask the Legislature to 
Pass New Bill. 


Seek Location in Seutliers 
Part of State. 


Must Provide for Defectives 
of Higher Grades. 


A sentiment in favor of the es- 
tablishment in Southern California 
of a home for the mentally deficient 
and for epileptic persons is being 
aroused throughout the State, ac- 
cording to reports received by Mrs. 
W. S. James, of No. 621 Shatto 
place, secretary of the Psychopathic 
Association of California. The lat- 
est advocate of the home is Dr. F. 
W. Hatch, State Superintendent of 
Hospitals and Asylums, who sup- 
ports the measure in a recommenda- 
tion to the Governor and the Legis- 
lature that such an institution be 
erected. 

The sum of $350,000 for the es- 
tablishment of a home is to be 
asked for in a bill which will be 
presented to the 1917 Legislature 
and which win be known as the 
1915 Legislative Committee Bill for 
the Care of the Feeble-minded.” 
This bill was drawn up by the Leg- 
islative Committee, composed of, 
members of the State government 
and the Psychopathic Association 
ineluding Fred C. Nelles, superin- 
tendent of the Whittier State 
School; W. E. McVey Benjamin 
Pearson, Prescott F. Cogswell, 
Mrs. W. S. James and Franklin 
Booth, the latter two respectively 
secretary and vice-president of the 
association. 

FOR MERE DEFECTIVES. 

Many States, as in the case of 
California have made provision for 
the idiot and the imbecile, those 
who are so evidently feeble-minded 
that in most instances they can- 
not properly provide for their or- 
dinary needs unless under super- 
vision. No provision has been 
made for defectives of the higher 
grades, although it is known they 
‘re in reality the greater menace. 
The Sonoma State Home for Feeble- 
Minded, at Glen Ellen, has a wait- 
ug list of 260. 

The feeble-minded 
divided into groups, 
their levels of intelligence. Those 
whose mental development is not 
likely to exceed that of the average 
child of 3 years, or less. are known 
as idiots; others who have a men- 
tal range of from 3 to 7 years. are 
classed at imbeciles and those who 
are 16 years or older, but whose 
mentality is no higher than that of 
the average child of from 7 to 12 
ears are non as morons. 

It is estimated there are several 
thousand feeble-minded children in 
the public schools f the State, that 
few of these children possess a level 
of intelligefice sufficiently high to 
enable them ever to become self- 
directing citizens is recognized. 
The future welfare of these indivi- 
duals, and of society as a whole, de- 
mands that they should be segre- 
gated or otherwise provided for so 
their condition will not cause them 
to be a menace to society and that 
their mental defects may not be 
transmitted to future generations.

The business movement signal- 
ized by these wholesale building op- 
erations Was really inaugurated in 
1912 when Mr. Ward and a num- 
ber of associates secured a num- 
ber of long-term ground leases to 
the west of Hill street along and 
near Seventh street. The Bronson 
Building (now the Brack Shops) on 
Seventh street, near Grand, and the 
Knickerbocker Building on Olive 
just north of Seventh, were the first 
fruits of systematic Seventh-street 
development plan. 

Prior to this time the Los Angeles 
Athletic Club had erected its splen- 
did structure at the northeast, cor- 
ner of Seventh and Olive. Later 
John Brockman built the fine office 
block bearing his name at the 
southeast corner of Seventh and 
Grand. The prestige of the cross- 
town street was also increased by 
the erection of the Van Nuys and 
Union Oil buildings at Seventh and 
Spring and the coming of the First 
National and German American 
Trust & Savings Banks to that cor- 
ner. The skyline of this part of 
Seventh street has since been filled 
in still more by the erection of the 
Haas Building at Seventh an 
Broadway. Bulloek's and the 
Lankershim Hotel at opposite cor- 
ners of the same main thorough- 
fares were the pioneer Aig build- 
ings of West Seventh. ‘ 

The Seventh Street Development 
Company, organizd by Mr. Ward in 
the early part of 1914, captured the 
first big prize in the West Seventh 
street movement proper when the 
J. W. Robinson Company was in- 
duced to make its long jump from 
Broadway to Seventh and Grand. 
Ever since that concern took posses- 
sion of its magnificent new building 
in September, 1915, the developers 
of the new West Seventh street shop- 
ping center have been busy every 
moment with their plans. Financial 
conditions hampered them for 
months, but the recent pronounced 
improvement in the genera! situation 
has Placed them in a position to go 
ahead with some of the most im- 
portant of their projects. 

The opening of the thirteen-story 
Brack Shops last May marked the 
next definite step tow the realiza- 
tion of the plan for making West 
Seventh a ladies" shopping street. 
Seventy-six individua] concerns, ac- 
cording E. R. Brackett, the man- 
ager of the property, have now se- 
cured space in this “upper floor shop- 
ping” building, an addition to which 
is now contemplated.

The New York Cloak & Suit House, 
which will early next year occupy 
large quarters at the southeast cor- 
ner of Seventh street and Grand ave- 
nes, is essentially a product of mod- 
ern Los Angeles.

HENNING BUILDING, 


The Henning Building will be a 
beautiful structure in the style of 
the French renaissance and has 
been planned with foundations and 
walls of sufficient strength to per- 
mit of its going to the full limit al- 
lowed by ordinance, in reinforced 


concrete construction. It will have 
a frontage of forty feet on Seventh 
and will extend back to a depth of 
107 feet. The facing will be of 
terra cotta, the whole being set off 
by rich ornamentation and a series 
of iron balconies. The sloping roof 
will be of slate. The fourth floor 
will taka the form of a gable front- 
ing Seventh street. The quarters 
leased to the Broadway millinery 
house are to be elegantly appointed. 
The Pig’n Whistle confectionery 
Store will also have elaborate quar- 
ters here. 

The business movement signal- 
ized by these wholesale building op- 
erations was really inaugurated in 
1912 when Mr. Ward and a num- 
ber of associates secured a num- 
ber of long-term ground leases to 
the west of Hill street along and 
near Seventh street. The Bronson 
Building (now the Brack Shops) on 
Seventh street, near Grand, and the 
Knickerbocker Building on Olive 
just north of Seventh, were the first 
fruits of systematic Seventh-street 
development plan. 

Prior to this time the Los Angeles 
Athletic Club had erected its splen- 
aid structure at the northeast, cor- 
ner of Seventh and Olive. Later 
John Brockman built the fine office 
block bearing his name at the 
southeast corner of Seventh and 
Grand. The prestige of the cross- 
town street was also increased by 
the erection of the Van Nuys and 
Union Oil buildings at Seventh and 
Spring and the coming of the First 
National and German American 
Trust & Savings Banks to that cor- 
ner. The skyline of this part of 
Seventh street has since been filled 
in still more by the erection of the 


Haas Building at Seventh an 
Broadway. Bulloek's and the 
Lankershim Hotel at opposite cor- 


ners of the same main thorough- 
fares were the pioneer Aig build- 
ings of West Seventh. 

The Seventh Street Development 
Company, organizd by Mr. Ward in 
the early part of 1914, captured the 
first big prize in the West Seventh 
street movement proper when the 
J. W. Robinson Company was in- 
duced to make its long jump from 
Broadway to Seventh and Grand. 
Ever since that concern took posses- 
sion of its magnificent new building 
in September, 1915, the developers 
of the new West Seventh street shop- 
ping center have been busy every 
moment with their plans. Financial 
conditions hampered them for 
months, but the recent pronounced 
improvement in the genera! situation 


has placed them in a position to go |

WORK ON DAYLIGHT STORE IN 
ARCHITECT’S HANDS. 


Popular Cloak and Suit House 
will Have Imposing Structure at 
Seventh and Grand, Providing 
Attractive Features Never Used 
Before for Merchandise Display. 


The New York Cloak & Suit House, 
which will early next year occupy 
large quarters at the southeast cor- 
ner of Seventh street and Grand ave- 
nes, is essentially a product of mod- 
ern Los Angeles. Founded twelve 
years ago, at the time when Los An- 
geles wag just beginning the great 
strides that have placed it in the 
forefront of American municipalities, 
the “New York” has grown and 
fiourished with the city itself. 

J. J. Haggarty, owner and pro- 
prietor of the store, grew up in the 
cloak and suit business, having 
served his apprenticeship in these 
lines in the great shopping marts 
of London as a boy. Before coming 
to Los Angeles in 1904, he had been 
associated with large firms in Chi- 


The present business was opened 
in the location from which it is now 
about to move, occupying originally 
only half the space now utilized. At 
Seventh and Grand the store will 
have just double its present space. 
Started from a small beginning, it 
has become one of the solid business 
institutions of the city. 

The new quarters of the store will 
be ready for occupancy next March, 
Mr. Haggarty having already let the 
contract for the excavations of the 
four-story structure which he ex- 
pects to erect on Grand avenue ad- 
joining the Brockman building and 
having his plans all worked out for 
the remodeling of the ground floor 
of the last-named property, which he 
has leased for a long term of years. 
The new building will be planned to 
permit of the addition of five extra 
stories, insuring necessary room for 
future growth. 

The most striking feature of the 
new store will be an arcade extend- 
ing along both street fronts and af- 
fording outdoor corridor lines on 
either side by beautiful display win- 
dows. The frontage of the store on 
Seventh street will be 120 feet and 
that on Grand, 105 feet. The entire 
frontage of window display apace. 
including the street windows and the 
windows on either side of the ar- 
cade will be close to 550 feet. So far 
as is known, there is nothing else 
like it in the country. . 

The entire ground floor, including 
that of the new building, will be 
surrounded by a mezzanine thirty 
feet in width, the approach to which

Another un- 
usual feature will be found in the 
size and height of the interior show 
cases, which will be of plate glass 
and sufficiently large to contain full- 
sized models for everything dis- 
played.

The price of coal 
has increased about 50 per 
cent. in ten years and wood 
that not long ago cost $4 to $5 
a cord now brings $7 to 310.

If the increase in food 
prices is due to a “trust” 
some persqns might suspect 
the monopoly is not altogeth- 
er lonesome. 

market at the expense of the home 
consumer. In proof of this I can 
cite the case of one of the largest 
evaporated milk manufacturers. This 
firm has refused to take advantage 
of the high war prices obtainable 
in foreign markets and thus cause 
a shortage in the domestic supply. 
It is far-sighted enough to realize 
that, while the immediate profits 
would be larger, inability to supply 
the home trade would lose more in 
the end than the war profits would 
be worth.” 

FAVORS EMBARGO. 

Albert Cohn, proprietor of sev- 
eral big cash stores, declared there 
are so many angles to the situation 
that it is impossible to account for 
the conditions. There is undoubt- 
edly some speculation,” he said. 
“Then there is the great loss of 
wheat, flour and other provisions 
through the activities of the subma- 
rines. This has, of course, meant a 
strong demand on this country for 
foodstuffs. I believe an embargo 
should be put on at once. . If this 
is not done the American public 
will, within the year, be paying 
twive what it is today.” 

Too much speculation on the 
part of those who control the food- 
stuffs and a big demand caused by 
the war are the chief factors in the 
present situation,” said Walter F. 
Smith, president of the Walter E. 
Smith Company. He is, however, 
doubtful. as to the advisablility of an 
embargo. He further states that 
the increased service demanded and 
the custom of buying in small quan- 
tities are important factors in the 
high. cost of living. 

_ SERVICE EXPENSIVE. , 

This increased cost of service is a 
phase of the situation that every 
housewife should carefully consid- 
er, he said. Merchants agree the 
demand for this is largely responsi- 
ble for a condition that may be 
called the high cost of merchandis- 
ing. The retail grocer asserts. that 
the average housewife woll not come 
to the store to make her purchases 
as she did years ago. She now uses 
the telephone. Her order is filled 
and delivered. Then, after the or- 
der arrives, she discovers that she 
forgot a cake of yeast, or soap, or 
some other equally small article. 
She telephones for this, and what 
is the result? A $1000 delivery car 
driven by an 818 per week deliv- 
ery man makes the trip with this 
small order. This delivery costs at 
the very least 25 cents. The profit 
on the order was not over 1 cent. 
Result, 24 cents’ loss, which must 
be made up by profit on each and 
every day’s business. This a

The high cost of living is the 
source of much humor for those 
who feel its pinch only in a gener- 
al way, but in cases where the head 
of a house is earning but $15 and 
$18 per week the present high range 
of prices ig a tragedy.’ 

Said one mother, who has three 


small children and whose husband 
is earning the large and munificent 
sum of $15 per week, “I do not 
know what we are going to do. The 
family I am trying to care for on 
what John is earning needs things 
every day that I simply can't get. 
Three pairs of shoes that used to 
cost $1.25 each are now $1.75 each. 
That extra $1.50 means a great 
deal to me. My husband has 
talked to his boss and told him he 
can’t make ends meet, and the boss 
simply answers, ‘Well, if you can’t 
get along on what I am paying you, 
quit. I can’t afford to pay you any 
more.’ This may be true; I am not 
blaming the boss. But that does 
not help our case in the least.“ 
The great pinch comes because 
some of the heaviest of the cost 
increases concern the staples—the 
indispensables of the table. 
The luxuries have felt the change 
acarcely more than the things 
a man must have to live. Flour, 
sugar, meats, lard, rice, beans, but- 
ter, potatoes, onions, eggs, are be- 
coming dearer daily and the dis- 
trautzht housewife can find no cheap- 
er foods to which she may turn, Ac- 
tual hunger is- becoming a fact, ob- 
servers declare, not only among the 
indigents of the streets, but in many 
a modest home and more modest 
room where a small Wage-earner is 
endeavoring to keep a little family.

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SHORT-HAIRS AND LONG-HAIRS © 
OF EARLY CALIFORNIA DAYS. 


How the “Dolly Varden” Faction Split the Republican Party and 
~ Gave Office to the Unterrified who had been on the Waiting List 
Since Antebellum Years—Something About the Men who In- 


in 


fluenced the Destinies of a Great and Growing State. 
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HE first symptoms of revolt 
within the ranks of the Re- 
publican party in California 
were exhibited in 1865. In the fall 


lected only members of the Legisla- 
ture and county officers, with a gen- 
eral State election for Justice of the 
Supreme Court, vice Judge Sander- 
son, who had been elected in 1863 


}but drew the short two-year term. 


The spring of ‘65 developed un- 
easiness and real strife among the 
politicians of the Union party. The 
next winter a United States Senator 
was to be chosen by the Legislature 


to succeed James A. McDougall, 
whose term would expire March 3, 
1867. . Gov. Low was an avowed 
candidate for Senator, and he was 
being supported by the incumbent 
Senator, John Conness, who had 
started to organize the first ma- 
chine” in politics since the days of 
Broderick. 

The first open evidence of this 
“machine” was exhibited at the pri- 
maries and county convention, held 
at Sacramento in the summer, when 
the party split in twain. The fol- 
lowers of Conness and Low were 
styled “Short-hairs,” ‘“Plug-uglies,” 
“Rowdy politicians,” etc., while the 
so-called respectable eiement had at- 
tached to them the cognomen of 
Long-hairs“ — the same class that in | 
the Hugh Glenn Democratic party 
was called by Denis Kearny years 
afterwards the “Plug-hat Brigade.“ 

Yet Low was certainly not a 
rowdy or a rough—trather a respec- 
table, dignified banker——but he was 
in politics, and good men suffer 
through their followers. 

PARTY SPLITS. | 

The Sacramento convention de- 
veloped an open fight, in which 
canes, desks, chairs and even spit- 
toons were used—which gave it the 
name of the “Spittoon Convention.” 
From this fight the “Long-hairs” re- 
tired to another hall and nominated 
a ticket separate from the “shorts,” 
with Newton Booth (afterwards Gov- 
ernor) as leader. 

This was the beginning of the split 
which resulted in the defeat of the 
Republican State ticket in 1867 and 
gave the first victory, since the be- 
ginning of the Civil War, to the 
Democrats. The main issue in this 
election was the Senatorial contest. 
The Sacramento Union was the 
leader of the “Long-hair’’ wing, with 
Newton Booth its mouthpiece on the

elected Cornelius Cole (Republican) 
United States Senator over William 
T. Coleman (Union Democrat) vice 
McDougall. Cole’s election was 
deemed a victory for the ‘“Long- 
hairs.” 


NEW CONTEST. 

In 1867 there was to be another 
election for Governor, and State of- 
ficers and members of Congress, and 
early in the spring the politicians 
buckled on their armor. Before sum- 
mer was far advanced, the Long- 
hairs” and the “Short-hairs” in the 
Republican party were lined up un- 
der the respective leaderships, as 
candidates for Governor, of John 
Bidwell of Chico and George C. Gor- 
ham of San Francisco and later of 
Marysville. 

Bidwell was retiring from Con- 
gress. He was a pioneer of 1841, 
had come with one of the earliest 
parties to cross the plains from Mis- 
souril, became secretary to John A. 
Sutter and at this time was a wealthy 
land owner of Butte county. He 
was a man ot fair education, quite 
dignified in manner and of good 
standing in the State. Up to the 
breaking out of the Civil War, Bid- 
well had allied himself with the 
Democratic party. At this time he 
was about 50 years of age. 

George C. Gorham was quite a 
young man, polished and fascinating 
in manner and well educated, hav- 
ing been clerk of United States 
courts. While the roughs in 
politics rallied to his standard, he 
was not one of them in his per- 
sonality. The “bosses” now made 
their appearance, and, backed by the 
railroad and other corporations, 
nearly all supported Gorham. Aud 
his nomination to be Governor was 
unquestionably effected by boss“ 
methods. Senator John Conness 
made his appearance from Washing- 


ton to support Gorham. 


At this election the Porter Pri- 
mary Law was tested, but it did not 
meet the requirements for purity in 
politics. There were two sets of 
delegates from several counties, but 
in most instances the “Short-hair’ 
delegations were seated in the con- 


vention. As an instance: In Sacra- 
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| had voted for Fremont in 1856 and 


| mento county the Bidwell delegates 
represented six-eighths of the Re- 
publicans, yet the “Short-hairs” were 
admitted to nominate Gorham. 
MASTER POLITICIAN. 

This was the first prominent en- 
trance into politics of W. W. Stow, 
and he proved If a master 
hand at the business, for business 
it was with him during the re- 
mainder of his life. Stow had served 
in the State Legislature from Santa 
Cruz county in 1854-5, and was 
Speaker of the Assembly the latter 
year. He was a lawyer, and an able 
one, else he would not have been a 
member of the law firm of .Patter- 
— 3 & Stow, as he was in 

On June 12 the Republican State 
Convention (the Union party was 
considered disbanded, and thou- 
Sands of Union Democrats returned 
to their old allegiance,) was called 
to order in the Sixth-street Metho- 
dist Church, Sacramento, by Wil- 
liam H. Parks, a shrewd politician 
of Marysville... The Gorhamites 
elected W. W. Stow to the chairman- 
ship by only two votes over Thomas 
B. McFarland (then district judge 
of Nevada county and in later years 
a justice of the Supreme Court.) 
who represented the Bidwell ele- 
ment. This was a test vote, and 
through the ruling of the astute 
Parks (a Gorham man,) the “short 
hairs” from San Francisco and Sac- 
ramento were allowed to vote, 
while the “long hairs’’ were thrown 
out. Gorham defeated Bidwell by a 
vote of 148 to 132. The remainder 
of the ticket nominated was: Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, Jolin P. 
Trinity (afterwards for nearly 
thirty years United States Senator 
from Nevada;) Secretary of State, 
William H. Parks, over James E. 
Hale; Controller, Josiah Howell, 
over J. M. Avery; Justice of Su- 
preme Court, John Currey, to suc- 
ceed himself, he having drawn the 
four-year term over S. W. Brock- 
way and John H. McKune; Survey- 
or-General, Charles F. Reed of Yolo, 
over J. H. Whitlock; Attorney-Gen- 
eral, J. G. McCullough, over E. D. 
Wheeler; Treasurer, Romualdo Pa- 
checo over Antonio Pico and MK. 
Ellis; Harbor Commissioner, Charles 
Clayton, over C. T. Taylor; clerk of 
Supreme Court, R. H. Farquahar: 
State Printer, D. O. McCarthy over 
Thomas A. Springer and J. J. Owen: 
Superintendent of Schools, John 
Swett over E. 8S. Lippitt. The Gor- 
ham slate went through without a 
hitch. 

CREATES FURORE. 

There was open revolt all over 
the State over the methods by which 
this ticket was nominated. The pow- 
erful Sacramento Union, the Bulle- 
tin and the Bee openly opposed the 
election of the Gorham ticket. John 
Bidwell was requested to head an 
opposition Republican ticket, but 
declined, and finally Caleb T. Fay 
consented to run. 

The Democratic State Convention 
met in San Francisco in June and 
was presided over by Bugene Cas- 
serly. The following ticket was 
nominated: Governor, Henry HI. 
Haight of Alameda; Lieutenant- 
Governor, William Holden; Secre- 
tary of State, Dr. H. L. Nichols of 
Sacramento; Controller, Robert 
Watt of Grass Valley; Treasurer, 
Antonio F. Coronel of Los Angeles; 
Surveyor-General,. John W. Bost; 
Attorney-General, Jo. Hamilton of 
Auburn; Harbor Commissioner, 
Thomas H. Selby, who subsequerit- 
ly declined, and James H. Cutter 
was substituted; Clerk of Supreme 
Court, George Seckel; State Printer, 
Daniel W. Gelwicks; Superintendent 
of Schools, O. P. Fitsgerald; jus- 
tice of Supreme Court, Royal T. 
#prague; Congress, . B. Axtell, 
James W. Coffroth and James A. 
Johnson. 

The entire Democratic ticket was 
elected September 4 with the excep- 
tion that William Higby defeated 
Coffroth for Congress. 

Gov. Haight went into office with 
an excellent reputation as a lawyer 
and a citizen, and retired with a 
clean record as Governor. He se- 
lected as private secretary Dr. Ed- 
ward R. Taylor, a young man of 
good character, for probity and abil- 
ity, who years afterwards served 
San Francisco as Mayor. 

SECTIONAL POLICY. 

It was the policy of the southern 
leaders in the days of the “irrepres- 
sible conflict’ to cast a bait for the 
northern vote by nominating for 


the Mason and Dixon line, as in 
the cases of Franklin Pierce of New 
Hampshire and James Buchanan of 
Pennsylvania, and this same rule 
was adhered to generally in Califor- 
nia, from Bigler to Haight. The lat- 
ter was born in Rochester, N. Y., 
May 20, 1825, and up to the break- 
ing gut of the Civil War had been 
“free soil” politically—in fact, was 
chairman of the Republican State 
Central Committee in 1859-60, and 


for Lincoln in 1860. But in 1864 
he switched to McClellan and there- 
fore was deemed eligible to head 
the Democratic ticket in California 
in 1867. We Have told how it came 
about that he was elected— through 
independence of the Republican vot- 
tars. Gov. Haight was a graduate of 
Yale and arrived in San Francisco 
by steamer in January, 1850. 

The Legislature was Democratic 
and on December 20, 1867, elected 
Eugene Casserly United States Sen- 
ator, vice John Conness. The retir- 
ing Senator took up his residence

in Massachusetts and never again 
was considered a Californian. 
Another campaign for State offi- 
cers was on for 1871. Among Re- 
publicans the aftermath of the cam- 
pagn of 1867 rankled. From: “long- 
hair’ and short-hair'“ it had Jdevel- 
oped to “railroad” and “anti-rall- 
road,“ with the antis“ unquestion- 
ably predominating. The Sacramen- 
to Union had largely contributed 
to the defeat of George C. Gorham 
four years previously, and during 
‘the intervening period had day after 
day used its ponderous editorial 
guns, wielded by Sam Seabough, 
against the formidably-intrenched 
forces of the “big four“ of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad Company. 
Stanford, Crocker, Huntington and 
Hopkins were likened to the destroy- 
ers of the Roman republic. Sea- 
bough had burned the midnight oll 
on Gibbons’s decline and fall” and 
had exhausted Merivale’s Rome.“ 
Julius Caesar was a saint compared 


to Leland Stanford, and Elagabalus 
and Car la were no worse than 
Crocker and Huntington, while 


Mark Hopkins was depicted as 
gloating over his hoarded gold as 
the people were starving. When 
Seabough rested his pen, as he did 
on occasions, Newton Booth, E. G. 
‘Waite and Lauren E. Crane filled 
up the gap. All were forceful writ- 
ers and their blows hurt. 
NO OPEN REVOLT. 

Thomas H. Selby, prominent in 
the business cireles of the metropo- 
lis, and its Mayor at that time, 
was pointed out as the best candi- 
date with whom to defeat Booth, 
and almost up to the last hour Sel- 
by was willing, but before time for 
balioting in the convention he with- 
drew and left the field to Booth. 
This time there was no open revolt, 
only deep mutterings, and the regu- 
lar Republican ticket nominated 
was: Governor, Newton Booth, no 
opposition; Lieutenant Governor, 
Romualdo Pacheco (representing 
the Spanish Californians,}) over ex- 
Congressman Thomas B. Shannon; 
Secretary of State, Drury Melone 
over N. M. Orr, John Yule and L. 
H. Murch; justice Supreme Court, 
Addison C. Niles over J. B. South- 
ard; Justice A. E. Rhodes was re- 
nominated by acclamation for the 
ten-year term; Controller, James J. 
Green; Treasurer, Ferdinand Baehr 
(to represent tre der man element; ) 
Surveyar-General, Robert Gardner: 
Attorne General, John Lord ve 
over Walter Van Dyke; J. G. East- 
man, I. B. Mizner and Lewis Shear- 
er; Clerk of the Supre.ne Court, 
Grant I. Taggart over Charles 
Grunsky; Superintendent of Schools, 
H. W. Bolander; State Printer, 
Thomas A. Springer; Harbor Com- 
missioner, John A. McGlynn (on be- 
half of the Irish;) Congress, 8. O. 
Houghton, A. A. Sargent and John 
M. Coghlan. 

The election was held on Wednes- 
day, September 6, and all the Re- 
publican nominees on the State 
ticket were elected excepting John 
A. McGlynn for Harbor Commis- 
sioner, John Rosenfeld winning by 
1727 votes. 

McGlynn was an early pioneer, 
and in the 650’s trained with the 
Broderick Democrats, going over to 
the Union Party in 1861, as did 
thousands of his class. He was per- 
sonally popular, and the only cause 
assigned for his defeat was that he 
appeared in San Francisco as grand 
marshal of a procession in honor of 
Pope Pius IX. Besides, Rosenfeld 
Was very popular and was enthusi- 
astically: supported by the Hebrew 
element in the State, many of whom 
were Republicans. 


PLUM FOR A SOP. 


“Tom” Springer of the Jackson 
(Amador county) Ledger was nom- 
inated as a sop to the railroad wing 
of the party, notwithstanding that 
the Sacramento Union had a candi- 
date against him in the person of 
John J. Howell, who edited the 
Healdsburg Flag. 

During this period and for many 
years previously the office of State 
Printer was considered the richest 
political “plum” in California, net- 
ting about $200,000 during a four- 
year term. It usually went to some 
proprietor of a country newspaper 
as a reward for party services. But 
the printer in nearly every instance 
was obliged to divide the profits of 
the office with a “combination” of 
other county printers. The State 
did not own a printing office or 
bindery, and the printer was obliged 
to purchase a complete outfit or 
“farm” the work out, charging the 
State a good round sum for every 


item of printing. This system was] by 


changed by the Legislature during 
the Booth administration, so that 
the State Printer was thereafter ap- 
pointed by the Governor until the 
Legislature again made it an elective 
office, and in recent years again 
placed it in the hands of the Gov- 
ernor, as it stands at present. 

The Republicans elected all the 
Congressmen. 

NEW DISRUPTION. 

The year 1873 witnessed another 
disruption in the ranks of the Re- 
publican party. This time the is- 
sue was unmistakably “railroad” 
and “anti-railroad.” The feeling 
against the railroad company, both 
as a corporation and a political ma- 
chine, grew to white heat, and the 
farmers of the State allied them- 
selves generally with the “antis.” 
Quite early the State Farmers’ 
Union was organized, with John 
Bidwell of Butte county as presi- 
dent and I. N. Hoag of Yolo as sec- 
retary, and it finally grew into 
“patrons of husbandry” and “grang- 
era’ societies in every county in the 
State. The ostensible object was to 
secure a reduction in freight rates, 
but the organizations became po- 
litically involved against the railroad 
and with Gov. Booth and the Sac- 
ramento Union. The election of 
1873 was to select a justice of the 
Supreme Court and legislative and 
county officers. There were also 
vacancies to be filled in the Har- 
bor Commission, caused by the res- 
ignation of Commissioners John J. 
Marks and Jasper O'Farrell. The 
organization of the Republican party 
was assumed to be in the hands of 
the railroad wing, under the astute 
management of W. W. Stow, with 
Sargent, Gorham, Page and La 
Grange as coadjutors, and the Booth 
element determined to form a new 
party, which was done and styled 
the People’s Independent party. 
Figuring in this new movement 
were John F. Swift, A. P. Catlin, 
Edward Gibbons, Creed Haymond, 
Henry Edgerton, P. Van Clief, Jonas 
Spect, J. W. Dwinelle, Alexander 
Campbell, Jr., John Bidwell, George 
W. Bowie, A. 8. Hallidie, D. W. 
Welty, C. P. Berry, G. W. Applegate, 
A. Delano, J. F. Cowdrey, D. B 
Hoffman, Edgar Briggs, C. T. Ry- 
land, M. J. O'Connor.

THE “DOLLY VARDENS.““ 


In the new party there were Fre- 
mont Republicans, Union-Douglas 
men, Broderick and Southern Chiv- 
alry Democrats; hence some wag 
dubbed it the Dolly Varden party.

Charles Dickens's “Barnaby Rudge” 
and found in that production a girl 
character, Polly Varden, the lock- 
smith’s daughter, who was a little, 
idle, gentle, fickle thing—-giddy, rest- 
less, flattering, constant to nothing“

costume. And from its variegated 
politics it was called Dolly Varden. 
It was popular for a short time, but 
died young. 

The Independent party in the fall 
elections carried the Legislature and 
elected E. W. McKinstry (a Demo- 
crat) to be a justice of the Supreme 
Court over Samuel H. Dwinelle and 
Sam .Bell McKee. Paul Newman 
and Charles F. Taylor were elected 
Harbor Commissioners. 

The Legislature was with Booth, 
and consequently against the rail- 
road. M. M. Estee was chosen 
Speaker of the Assembly, and Wil- 
liam Irwin (soon to be Governor) 
presided over the Senate. A Dill 
was passed permitting Harry Meiggs 
(who had built Meiggs’s wharf on 
North Beach) to return to the State 
by paying up some $800,000 indebt- 
edness which he had left when he 
ran away to Peru, but the Governor 
vetoed it and scolded the Legislature 
for thus condoning a felony. The 
veto was sustained and Meiggs did 
not come back, much to the regret 
of many old friends, for Harry 
Meiggs was now very rich and a 
good fellow. 

There had been some scandal 
over the eléction in 1867 of Eugene 
Casserly as United States Senator. 
The polished, scholarly lawyer Sen- 
ator, always a Democrat, deemed it 
prudent to resign his seat, which 
would be vacant on March 3, 1875. 
Booth controlled the Legislature, 
and it was advisable to divide the 
honors between the Dolly Vardens. 
John 8. Hager, a lawyer and Me- 
long Democrat, was given the shert 
term, and Newton Booth, incumbent 
Governor (there was no constitu- 
tional inhibition then) was elected 
for the full term of six years, which 
would begin on March 4, 1875. Con- 
sequently he had teen months to 
serve as Governor before his term 
as Senator would begin, and he con- 
cluded not to turn the executive of- 
fice over to Lieut.-Gov. Pacheco un- 
til required. He resigned the office 
of Governor February 27, 1875, and 
was the second Governor to step 
from the executive chair and don 
the toga, Latham having set the ex- 
ample. The next constitutional con- 
vention did not look with favor up- 
on a Governor using the office as a 
stepping stone to the Senate, and 
prohibited a Governor from being 
which he was elected executive. 

STEAM ROLLER. 


In the Republican convention of 
1875 the “Old Guard” was well rep- 
resented, but a remarkable change 
had come over many of the leading 
“stalwarts.” Senator A. A. Sargent, 
Representative H. F. Page, Timothy 
Guy Phelps, O. H. LaGrange, George 
C. Gorham and others, who had out- 
Heroded Herod in their adherence to 
the railroad interests, displayed an 
antagonism to the big corporation 
ahd its political “machine” which 
astonished everyone but the “insid- 
ers“ who were close to the bell rope. 
It had been the intention of the reg- 
Ular Republicans who were not un- 
friendly to the railroad people to 
nominate Pacheco for Governor, but 
when the convention was called to 
order in June in the State capitol, 
they were confronted with the most 
formidable steam roller“ en- 
countered since 1867. Judge T. B. 
McFarland sought to stem the tide 
against the “iInsurrectos,” but with 
no avail, for his candidate for chair- 
man of the convention, Judge H. O. 
Beatty (father of the late Chief Jus- 
ticef was completely “rolled over“ 
by United States Senator A. A. Sar- 
gent by a vote of 238 to 111. This 
settled matters for Gov. Pacheco and 
he was not a candidate before the 
convention. The platform was ultra 
anti-railroad and left scarcely a shoe- 
string for the Booth Independents., 
The men most prominent in this 
convention were, besides the leaders 
already named, Walter Van Dyke, 
William H. rs, Philip Teare, H. T. 
Dorrance, Solomon Jewett, Alex- 
ander G. Abell, Jarrett R. Richards, 
F. K. Shattuck, James A. Duffy, M. 
C. Andross, A. D. Splivajo, Louis 
Sloss and Charles N. Fox. ? 

The ticket nominated was: Gov- 
ernor, Timothy Guy Phelps; Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, Joseph M. Cavis; 
Seeretary of State, Edward Hallett; 
Controller, James J. Green; Sur- 
veyor-General, Robert Gardner; 
Treasurer, William Beckman; At- 
torney-General, E. D. Sawyer; Clerk 
Supreme Court, Grant I. Taggart; 
Superintendent of Schools, Ezra 8. 

The Independent convention was 
well attended, being called to order 
W. W. Dodge (Governor Booth’s 
San Francisco business partner.) In 
this convention there were: John F. 
Switt, W. C. Bartlett, J. 8. Thomp- 
son, T. J. Sherwood, W. 8. Mont- 
gomery, John Bidwell, Frank 8. 
Freeman, Noble Martin, Henry Ed- 
gerton, D. B. Hoffman, Samuel Soule, 
Seneca Ewer, William Johnston, T. 
M. Ames, A. 8. Hallidie, Peter Dean, 
EK. B. Mott, Jr., J. K. Doak, J. F. 
Cowdery and others. The platform 
was, of course, anti-railroad. The 
following were nominated: Gover- 
nor, John Bidwell, over M. M. Estee 
and A. P. Catlin; Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, Romueldo Pacheco (the nom- 
ination being practically forced by 
acclamation;) Secretary of State, 
William Roush; Controller, Lauren 
E. Crane; Treasurer, Ferdinand 
Baehr; Attorney-General, Peter Van 
Cliet, Over John Lord Love; 
Surveyor-General, Edward Mitchell, 
over John F. Wade and A. 8. 
Easton; Clerk of Supreme Court, 
Paul Morrill (who had sold his in- 
terest in the Sacramento Union;) Su- 
perintendent of Schools, J. M. Quinn 
(John Swett, Ezra Carr and Joseph 
LeConte declining.) 

The Democrats were even more 
hopeful than they were in 1867, for 
the Independent party was 95 per 
cent. Republican, as nearly all the 
“Dolly Varden” Democrats were 
back in the old ranks. 

The ticket nominated was: Gov. 
William Irwin, on the seventh ballot 
over Thomas Findley, James A. John- 
son, C. T. Ryland, Philip Roach and 
John 8. Hager; Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, James A. Johnson, over R. C. 
Halle, George Pearce, Frank McCop- 
pin, Marion Biggs and A. C. Brad- 
ford: Secretary of State, Thomas 
Beck, over W. B. C. Brown: Con- 
troller, J. W. Mandeville, over C. C. 
Coleman, Joseph Roberts and R. 
Gibbons; Treasurer, J. G. Estudillo, 
over J. M. Estudio, Juan B. Castro, 
Otto Klopenburg and A. J. Escan- 
don; Attorney-General, Joseph Ham- 
ilton, over Thomas P. Ryan; Sur- 
veyor-General, Willlam Minis, over 
T. J. Shackleford, G. W. Smith, Wil- 
liam Neely Johnson, G. Howard 
Thompson and William A. Ord; 


Woolf, over L. C. Branch, W. R. 
Hinkson and Sands W. Forman; Su- 
of Schools, O. P. Fits- 
gerald. 

A State temperance reform party 
nominated W. 8. Lovett for Gover- 
nor, John Bidwell declining, al- 
though a strict temperance man. 

At the election, September 1, the 
entire Democratic State ticket was 
elected by the following relative vote: 
Irwin, 61,509; Phelps, 31,322; Bid- 
well, 29,752; Lovett, 356. Piper, Lut- 
trell and Wigginton (Dem.) were 
elected to Congress, and Page ( Rep.) 
defeated Larkin and Tuttle. At the 
October election Ezra S. Carr (Rep) 
defeated O. P. Fitzgerald by 6000 
majority. 


Gov. Newton Booth was a college 
graduate (De Pauw University,) 
born in Washington county, Ind., 
December 30, 1825; was admitted to 
practice law in 1849 and came to 
California in October, 1860. It 
not known that he ever followed the 
legal profession, for he established a 
wholesale grocery house in Sacra- 
mento in 1851 and the capital city 
was his home thereafter until his 
death. He served a term in the State 
Senate in the sixties, but was never 
recognized as a politician—rather as 
a scholar, a successful business man, 
and always a polished gentleman. As 
an orator and platform lecturer he 
ranked high in the State. His stand- 
ard of politics was of the highest 
and cleanest. Those who differed 
from him always respected him and 
admitted his sincerity. Booth was 
at this time 60 years of age, and was 
a bachelor. Soon thereafter he mar- 
ried the widow of his former part- 
ner, Joseph T. Glover. He served 
his six-year term as Senator and 
wanted to be re-elected, but the po- 
litical tide had turned, and his place 
was filled by Gen. John F. Miller, a 
soldier of the Union army and a 
stalwart Republican, who was asso- 
clated in the Alaska Fur Company 
with Sloss. Senator Booth died in 
Sacramento July 14, 1892. 
THREE SURVIVORS. 

Among those who were prominent 
in public life in California during the 
period from 1865 to 1875 the writer 
can only recall three now living, 
viz.. Ex-Senator Cornelius Cole, 
Judge A. L. Rhodes and Dr. Edward 
Robeson Taylor, the two former 
nearing the céntury mark in age. 
Senator Cole was born in Lodi, Sen- 
eca county, N. Y., in 1822, is a Cal- 
ifornia pioner of 1849; was editor of 
the Sacramento Times in the fifties, 
afterwards District Attorney of Sac- 
ramento; was elected Representative 
to Congress in 1863, and on March 
4, 1867, took James A. McDougall’s 
place in the United States Senate. 
Senator Cole resides at Colegrove, 
Los Angeles. 

Judge Rhodes was also born in 
New York State, in Onelda county, 
in 1821. He has lived practically all 
his California life, since 1854, in 
San Jose, was a State Senator at the 
beginning of the Civil War and aft- 
erwards served fifteen years as a 
judge on the Supreme bench of the 
State and was Chief Justice in 
1871-2-3. 

Dr. Taylor, physician, lawyer, poet, 

private Seer etary to Gov. Haight, 
1867-71, and_some nine years ago 
succeeded the deposed Eugene 
Schmitz as Mayor of San Francisco. 

This revolt, or “independent” 
movement resulted only in benefiting 
the Democratic party, many of whose 
enthusiastic adherents had been on 
the “waiting list” since the ante-bel- 
lum days. ‘Through it the “unterri- 
fied” secured Haight and Irwin for 
Governor and Casserly, Hager and 
Farley for the United States Senator- 
ship, and although the “Dolly Var- 
den” party was long since dead, its 
ghost cut no small figure in the elec- 
tions of 1882, 1886 and 1894, when 
Morris M. Estee and John F. Swift, 
two of the most prominent in the 
defunct party, were defeated for 
Governor by stalwart Republicans, 
just as Judge David S. Terry was de- 
feated for Presidential elector in 
1880 by the old followers of Broder- 
ick, when all other candidates for 
elector on the Hancock ticket were

Leading Article Written by Sa- 
perintendent Walter C. Shicids 
of the Education Bureau Calls 
Attention to the Condition of the 
People in the Territory. 


P. CORRESPONDENCE. } 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29. — A 
farthest north magazine, published 
near the Arctic circle, has made its 
appearance under the title “The Es- 
kimo,” and is devoted to the inter- 
ests of Eskimos of the northwestern 
district of Alaska. It is published 
at Nome by teachers and others of 
the United States Bureau of Educa- 
tion, who have been formally con- 


gratulated by P. P. Claxton, United 
States Commissioner of Education, 
for their enterprise. 

In the leading article of its first 
issue, written by Superintendent 
Walter C. Shields of the Education 
Bureau, it says: 

„»The Eskimo is not dependent. On 
the contrary, he is, even in his pres- 
ent condition, a real and vital factor 
in the wealth of the country, He 
has never received a ration from the 
government; he can support himself, 
not always according to our stand- 
ards, it is true, but it is better for 
him to eat strictly native food than 
for him to learn to expect the gov- 
ernment to support him. 

“The wail so often heard from ig- 
norant but presumbly charitable 
people, Why don't you give the poor 
people some food?’ if heeded would 
make paupers out of self-supporting 
and noble race. We are proud of 
the fact that we have not fed the 
Eskimo, We are proud of him as a 
man because he feeds himself. 

“One reason why primitive races 
have so often been pushed to the 
wall by the white race has been that 
the white race has coveted and 
needed the land. As far as we can 
‘see, for years to come the white 
man will not make any attempt to 
push the Eskimo off his part of the 
map. While there will undoubtedly 
be developments in mining, yet for 
a long time to come the Eskimo will 
have plenty of room in Northern 


Alaska. Therefore, even if this 
northern part of Alaska, through 
some unexpected development, 


should become desirable for a large 
white population, we believe that 
with what development the Eskimo 
has already received, and the addi- 
tional development that even five 
years more of undisturbed possession 
of his northern fastnesses will give 
him, he will be well fitted to meet 
advanced economic conditions, 

“We of the Alaska school service 
are helping to bear the white man’s 
burden; we do not claim to be min- 
istering to a dying race, we want no 
praise as helpers of the weak or as 
ministers to the downtrodden who 
are dying in filth and degradation. 
We do not allow anyone to class us 
in these categories. That class of 
work is entirely humanitarian and 
is properly the duty of the mission- 
ary organizations. But as represent- 
atives of the government we claim 
the right of our service to exist be- 
cause we are developing the re- 
sources of Northern Alaska just as 
much as any man with a pick and 
pan. We are adding to the wealth 
of the nation just as much and as 
surely as any prospector or trail- 
maker. We are making a country 
productive just as much as any rec- 
lamation project that was ever man-

Griffith's 
faithful Heutenant, Mr. Keefe, as- 
sured me that this allegory had a 
deep ethical meaning.

A Strong Novel by Sheila Kaye-Smith, who Tells the Story of a 


Man's Long, Hard Fight to 
Gorse—“Oceanic Mythology,” 


ology of All Races Series, Describes the Myths and Legends in 
the Pacific isiands and Defines Their Anthropological impor- 


tance— Other Books. 


“Sussex Gorse.” 
MONG the books of this, or 
any other, year, “Sussex 


Gorse” (Alfred A. Knopf) is 


one to attract discriminating atten- 
tion, for though it is the tale of a 
humble English farmer, it has been 
written with the vision of ay epic 
poet. Sheila Kaye-Smith has told 
the grim story of a man’s lifelong, 
ruthless fight to put the wild, flinty 
moorland under cultivation. The 
theme, wholly lacking the mystical, 
Spiritual overtones, is, however, 
reminiscent of John Trevena’s 
“Granite,” and presents the over- 
powering, personal passion that a 
man may feel in his ambition to con- 
quer a piece of land. to subjugate 
it and to exact the tribute of a har- 
vest. 


It is a book of such architectural 
symmetry as is not frequently seen. 
The plot is put together with pre- 
cision and with artistry. 

Reuben Backfield fights for Boar- 
sell for sixty-fiVe years and the 
mighty moor fights back. Blight 
ruins his crops and disease infects

“Oceanic Mythology.”

Roland B. Dixon, professor of an- 
thropology at Harvard, who has 
written the Oceanic volume in the 
Mythology of All Races series of 
thirteen volumes, published by 
Marshall Jones Company, Boston, 
Sives an interesting account of the 
truly remarkable conceptions had 
by the savage peoples isolated on 
the islands of the Pacific. . 
Prof. Dixon — — of 
according to the Hawaiian 
—_— is divided into a series of 
stages, and in the very first of these 
life springs from the shadowy abyss . 
and dark night. There is here, how- 
ever, no long series of antecedent, 
vaguely personified entities ranged 
fm genealogical sequence, but the 
immediate appearance of 
things. At first the lowly zoophytes 
and corals came into being, and 
these are followed by worms and 
shellfish, each type being declared 
to conquer and destroy ite predeces- 
sor, a struggle for existence in 
which the strongest survive. Paral- 
Jel with this evolution of animal 
forms, plant life begins on land and 
in the sea—at first with the algae, 
followed by seaweeds and rushes. 
As type follows type, the accumu- 
lated slime of their decay raises 
the land above the waters, in which, 
@s spectator of all, swims the oc- 
opus, the lone survivor from an 
earlier world. In the next period 
Mack Night and Wide-Spread Night 
give birth to leafy plants and to in- 
sects and birds, while in the dark- 


Conquer the Moorland in Sussex 
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medusae, fishes, and whales; and 
in the dim twilight monstrous forms 
ereep in the mud. Food “plants 
dome into existence while all nature 
is thrown into an uproar under the 
stress of its birth-pains. The fifth 
period sees the emergence of swine 
(the highest mammal known to the 
Hawaiian) and night becomes sep- 
arated from day. In the sixth, mice 
appear on the land and purpoises in 
the sea; the seventh period wit- 
nesses the development of ‘various 
abstract psychic qualities, later to 
be embodied in man; while in the 
eighth the turmoil and uproar hav- 
ing subsided, from peace and quiet, 
fructified by the light, which is now 
brilliant, woman is born, and also

Prof. Dixon believes that the 


mythic lore of the Pacific islands 


was decidedly influenced by emi- 


Frations from Indonesian regions. 
“Nearly all the recognized theories 
as to the origin of the Polynesian 
| peoples,” he says, “bring them in 
one way or other from the Indo- 
nesian area.” Oceania is divided 
into five groups, and he traces the 
resemblances. between them all, 
from Tasmania to the Philippines, 
from Sumatra to Hawaii, showing 


the degrees of influence made by 


the streams of immigration. 

“The orgin, evolution and affilia- 
tion of the varions peoples of 
Oceania is a problem whose com- 
plexity becomes more and more ap- 
parent with increasing knowl- 
edge,” Prof. Dixon says in his in- 
troduction. “While anthropologists 
are still far from satisfactorily ex- 
plaining these matters, it-is patent 
to all that the ethnic history of the 
region involves recognition of a 
series of waves of migration from 
the westward, cach spreading itself 
more or less completely over its 
predecessors, modifying them, and 
in turn modified by them, until the 
result is a complex web, the un- 
ravelling of which leads us inevit- 
able back to the Asiatic mainland 

es A glance at the map will 
show that, so far as Indonesia, much 
of Melanesia, and Australia are con- 
cerned, the difficulties in the way 
of migration of a primitive people 
are far less than in the case of 
Micronesia and Polynesia. In the 
former areas, indeed, some land 
masses now separated were in com- 
paratively recent times joined to- 
gether, so that migrations were then 
possible which now would be diffi- 
cult for a people without knowledge 
of any means of navigation; but to 
reach the widely separated islands 
farther out in the Pacific would have 
been impossible to those unprovided 
with adequate vessels and skin 
to use them. Thus we are forced 
to assume that it was not until man 
had attained a considerably higher 
development than that shown by the 
Tasmanians or Australians that 
these outlying and isolated parts of 
the Oceanic area coul@ have been 
inhabited. It is indeed probable that 
they were, of all the occupied por- 
tions of the globe, the last to be 
settled.“

Mr. Smith's “Benighted Mexico” 
is a peculiar combination’ of fact

less continually in danger. In Ru- 
rope, photographers take much the 
same chances as soldiers, aud many 
of them have been wounded and 
killed. 

Mr. Collins reviews the activity 
and importance of the camera in 
many fields, and tells of. aero 
photography and its importance to 
generals; of news photography and 
its importance to newspapers; of the 
value that the camera has been to 
science, particularly to naturalists, 
and also he has much to say of the 
motion pictures and their ubiquitous 
activity. 

In the concluding chapters he 
gives advice to amateurs on the use 
and care of the lens, negatives, and 
printing; and the chapter on “The 
First Camera sketches the his- 
tory of photography. 


It is not easy to comment lucidly 
on The Curious Case of Marie Du 
pont” by Adele Luehrmann (the 
Century Company) without disclosing 
some clew tothe mystery that is cai- 
culated to keep the reader—and will 
keep him, too, if he does not, as is 
quite likely, grow weary on the way— 
puzzied until the last few chapters. 

Suffice it to say that in the end it 
is explained, though some may not 
be inclined to think that it is ex- 
plained satisfactorily or even plausi- 
bly, why Marie Dupont of New York 
is without knowledge of why she is 
connected with the priceless gems of 
a European royal house, why she is 
mistaken for a notorious dancer at 
one time infamous in Paris; why she 
is a remarkably expert dancer and 
cannot understand her skill herself; 
and most of all, why she becomes the 
center of sensational complications 
that make a great deal of trouble 
for herself and the two men who love 
her and others o admire her, and 
why and how she is connected with 
the murder of a Prince of Rumania. 

That Miss Luehrmann makes a 
narrative labyrinth of her story in 
the telling, leading the baffled reader 
by the nose through some 300 pages 
before she deigns to become illumi- 
nating, is due to the fact that she has 
written a detective story without hav- 
ing a detective in it, thereby requir- 
ing the characters to muddle through 
the complications until by some as. 
tuteness and more luck the truth 
about Marie is discovered.

Miss Doty, as a convict, went to 
prison for a few days to see what 
it was like. She went in as a 
forger; and defort her time was up 
she exercised ber right as a New 
York Prison Commissioner and sent 
word to the warden that she wanted 
to get out—and in a hurry.

nerves. It is understood, of course, 
that she did nothing of the kind; 
but she learned exactly why so 
many of the women become recalci- 
trant and ugly. 

Miss Doty later returned to pris- 
on, but as one invested with the 
full authority of Prison Commission- 
er, 

Her interest has not been con- 
fined to women convicts, but dhe 
has taken a decided interest in the 
men and really centered her atten- 
tion upon the boys and girls thrown 
into reformatories. From der 
friendship with the adult criminals 
she has come to the conclusion that 
“the majority of convicts are re- 
form-school graduates. As a child 
progresses from grammar to high 
school, from high school to college, 
from college to university, so do 
delinquent children graduate from 


lone penal institute to another.” 


The history of many convicts 
traced, and there is a pronounced 
similarity in them all: Punishment 
for some crime in youth (of which 
they were lik enough gulity) In 
a reform sch where they learned 
how to be real criminals and to 
hate the law.

BIG PROJECTS 
GOING AHEAD. 


To the Los Angeles Planing Mill 


| Company was awarded during the 


past week the contract for the con- 
struction of the main building of the 
magnificent campus group to be 
erected by St. Vincent’s College on 
its new twelve-acre site on West 
Sixteenth street.

It is claimed by 
the Jersey officials that the majority 
of reports sent in of violations of 
the laws by New York motorists on 
Jersey soll were made valueless by 
the fact that the hyphen confused 
the person reading the tag. and in 
several instances only the figures in 
front of the hyphen were noted and 
reported. 


Beginning January, 1917, amend- 


ments to the New Jersey Motor Ve- 
hicle Act will go into effect. Where- 
as, drivers’ licenses have been 
charged for according to horse pow- 
er— $2 to drive cars of less than 


thirty horse power, and $4 to drive 


cars of thirty and greater horse 
power—the fee will be a general 
one, and $3 will entitle the .icensee 


to drive any car whatsoever.

Old Eli Offense is Strong in 
the Pinches.

PRINCETON (N J.) Nov. 18.— 
Yale triumphed over Princeton in 
the annual football game here to- 
day by a score of 10 to 0. The re- 
sult of the play was a bitter dis- 
appointment to Tiger adherents. 
Errors of play and the generaiship 
by the Orange and Black team vir- 
tually presented opportunities for 
Eli scoring and the New Haven 
combination was quick to take ad- 
vantage of the openings and the 
Blue won her third straight vic- 
tory from the Orange and Black. 

The play was siow and uncertan 
and both combinations repeatedly 
failed to advance or retain posses- 
sion of the ball at critical moments. 
Princeton showed the same defen- 
sive strength which has marked her 
play against elevens all fall, but 
little or no effective offense. Yale 
with a better-balanced combination 
swung loose a fair attack when scor- 
ing appeared possible, and with a 
field goal and touchdown routed 
the 


Tigers. 

Yale cohorts went wild with joy 
when the Eli team led by Capt. 
„ emerged victorious from a 
contest in which it was thought 
Yale had but an outside chance of 
winning.

In 
rushing and first downs, Princeton 
made more ground than Yale, but 
could not carry the attack through 
with the decisive punch that the 
Elis showed when the opportunity 
presented. Of the seventeen passes 
flung by the Tigers, seven were com- 
pleted for a gain of more than 100 
yards or thé length of the field and 
had they been consecutively manip-

Formula for Rose Beads. 

“tT am going to try to join your Cor- 
ner, as I have read it for some time and 
think it is grand. I saw that some one 
wanted the recipe for making rose 
beads and the one I send is the real 
rose recipe: Gather one gallon of roses. 
Pick the stem and hard center out of 
the flower, only use the petals. If they 
are a little wilted or dry it doesn't 
hurt Grind them six or seven times 
in a little sausage grinder so that the 
result is fine. Spread the dough out on 
a piece of iron or old tin—a piece of old 
rusty stovepipe ill co. Lot he leaves 
remain there about thirty-six hours, 
then grind them again three or four 
times, and roll the pulp into round 
balis a little larger than you wish the 
bead to be when completed. Run a pin 
through the center of each bead and 
stick on a board. Let them stay there 
about three days, or until they are dry 
and hard, and then string. The beads 
need no perfume m. *d wit em, f- 
they always remain fragrant. I wish 
pieces with which to make quilts, as 
we were burned out a year ago, and I 
haven't money enough to buy covers.

Canned Pimento. Peppers. 
“Can you tell me how to can pimento 
peppers? Can they be canned in glass 
fruit jars? Aliso I would like to know 
if asparagus can be canned by the ai 
method 
Asparagus is easily canned. The best 
way is to put it in glass jars with the 
woody parts down, cutting away frat 
all the hardest and most useless por- 


tions of the stalks. Fill the cans with. 


water, set them in a boiler on a wooden 
rack or on straw, pour water about them 
until it-reaches nearly to the tops of the 
jars and bring siowly to a boil, continu- 
ing it at this for fifteen minutes after 
the boil ie reached. If any of the water 
in the jars evaporates it should be re- 
placed with boiling water from the ket- 
tle so that the jars are filled to over- 
flowing. The tops of the cans must then 
be clamped on while the contents are at 
the hottest and set away in the dark. 1 
am sorry that I cannot give an equally 
good recipe for canning pimentoes or
